The committee member, it was 
asserted by the milk company’s 
lawyer, said that three other mem- 
bers of the Public Health Commit- 
tee were ready to “go one way” 
on the bill but up to that time 
were “on the fence,” and that the 
‘visitor would be able to “handle” 
them. e 

“I don’t want anything niyself,” 
the lawyer quoted his caller as say- 
ing, “but I could handle those 
men.” 

The lawyer said he _ replied: 
“Aren't you talking about some- 
thing that would be an offense?” 
The visitor did not reply directly 
but went away soon afterward, the 
lawyer related, 

The filled-milk bill, House Bill 
425, was designed as a substitute 
to remove defects of a present law 
dealing with the same matter. The 
present law prohibits manufacture 
or shipping into Missouri of so- 
called filled milk, built up with 
oils other than butterfat or emul- 
sified cream: The law is deficient 
in that it does not specify that 
sale, offering or possession of the 
commodities is an offense. 

o strengthen the law in these 
respects, the Attorney General’s 
office, at the request of the State 
Department of Agriculture, drafted 
the bill sopsored by Representative 
Summers. Its purpose was to 
make thorough enforcement of the 
statute possible. 

Strong opposition to the bill 
arose, and in inquiring as to the

There’s hope for cooler weather 
in an airmass that may be moving 
this way from Edmonton and the 
Northwest, but only hope, W. J.

Brisbane—Thailand Re- 
veals Increased Pressure 
From Japan. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
The navy announced today that 
two United States heavy cruisers, 
the Northampton (9050 tons) and 
the Salt Lake City (9100 tons) had 
arrived in Brisbane, Australia, on 
what was described as a training 
cruise, 

The official statement made no 
reference to current tension in the 
South Pacific, stating merely that 
the cruisers would refuel at the 
Australian port and give their 
crews a recreational period of “a 


few days” there. The ships are 
commanded by Rear Admiral §S. 
A. Taffinder. 


MANILA, Aug. 5 (AP).—Brit-

Thai Tank Base in Cambodia. 

A tank headquarters for Thai- 

land’s eastern armed forces has 
been established at Battambang, 
Cambodia, in the area recently 
ceded to Thailand from French 
Indo-China, it was announced offi- 
cially in Bangkok. 
. This is but 35 miles from Siem- 
reap, Indo-China, which Japanese 
forces occupied yesterday under 
the Japanese-French mutual de- 
fense pact, 

A local newspaper, Srikrungq, re- 
ported large Japanese forces along 
the Great Lake close to the Thai 
frontier. A naval air base is 
planned there, it is said. 

Thai officials would not deny 
that Japan is applying pressure for 
the granting of certain demands; 
indeed, Tokyo already was broad- 
casting a Bangkok dispatch to the 
effect that the Thailanders had 
recognized Manchoukuo, Japan’s 
puppet empire, thus acceding to 
Japan on what had been regarded 
as a test issue. 

Thailand Watches U. S. 

The Thailand dispatches, al-

TRADED DESTROYER CREDITED 
WITH CAPTURE OF U-BOAT 


Nazi Craft Reported to Have Sur- 
rendered to British Crew 
Aboard Former U.S.8S. Hunt. 


LONDON, Aug. 5 (AP).— The 
surrender of a German submarine 
to H. M. S. Broadway, formerly 
the U. S. S. Hunt, one of the 50 
United States destroyers trans- 
ferred to Britain last September, 
was disclosed today with the an- 
nouncement of decorations award- 
ed to officers and crew. 

The U-boat was detected by the 
corvette Aubretia, which, with the 
Broadway and other warships, was 
escorting a merchant convoy in the 
Atlantic. The corvette released 
depth charges while the Broadway 
and the destroyer Bulldog followed 
up the attack. 

The submarine came to the sur- 
face and the Broadway opened fire 
and prepared to ram it. The crew 
then came tumbling out of the con- 
ning tower “with their hands held 
up in surrender,” it was said.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
The United States backed Russia 
against Nazi Germany today with 
a formal pledge of “all economic 
assistance practicable’—an under- 
taking that may bring fresh com- 
plications in relations with Japan. 


The assistance would be in mil- 
itary supplies and implements of 
defense, even though the Japanese 
controlled press in recent weeks 
has been printing veiled warnings 
against the routing of such ship- 
ments across the Pacific to Rus- 
sia’s Siberian port of Vladivostok. 

Indications that such a _ route 
would be used were seen in the 
State Department’s announcement 
that “favorable consideration” was 
being given Russian requests for 
the extension of available Ameri- 
can shipping facilities to expedite 
the shipments. 

(The Neutrality Act combat zone 
blocks off Soviet ports in Europe 
to American shipping, but Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has decided not to 
invoke the Neutrality Act in the 
Russian - German war, leaving 
Asiatic Russian ports open.) 

The formal undertaking to sup- 
ply economic aid was set forth 
last night in an exchange of dip- 
lomatic notes, connected with the 
renewal of the annual Russian- 
American trade agreement. 

Three Points in Aid Program. 

In its note the United States 
disclosed for the first time it al- 
ready was implementing earlier in- 
formal promises of assistance by: 

1. Giving urgent Soviet orders

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Killer Asks for Death Sentence

ABERDEEN, S. D., Aug. 5 (AP), 
—Clifford Hayes, a 30-year-old ex- 
convict, came into Judge Howard 
Babcock’s court . yesterday and 
pleaded guilty of murder. He con- 
ditioned his plea, however, on be- 
ing allowed to ask for the death 
penalty. 

Hayes, who has spent 16 of his 
30 years in prison or correctional 
institutions, said he preferred 
death to a life behind bars.

MOSCOW, Aug. 5 (AP).— The 
Red army, battling with the same 
tenacity which distinguished its 
three weeks’ defense in the Smo- 
lensk area, faced a renewed offen- 
sive on both sides of Kiev today. 

A Soviet communique said the 
Germans again attacked through 
the night in the areas of Korosten, 
80 miles northwest of Kiev, and 
Bel Tserkov, barely 50 miles to 
the south, after relaxing their pres- 
sure yesterday in the Korosten di- 
rection.

Furious Battle in Kholm Area.

The town is 100 miles 
southeast of Pskov, 180 miles 
south and slightly east of Lenin- 
grad, and little more than 250 
miles from Moscow.

Russians Brave Forest Fire. 

A dispatch to Pravda, Commu- 
nist party organ, said the Ger- 
mans set forest fires on the roll- 
ing Ukraine plains to protect their 
flank, but one Russian company 
slipped through the flames and, 
blackened afid scorched, fell on a 
German company and destroyed it 
in a surprise charge. Likening the 
Russian tactics in stalking the 
Germans to old-style American In- 
dian fighting, Pravda said _ the 
Russians lost but one dead and 
two wounded in this exploit. 

Confidently declaring that “day 
by day our counterattack is be- 
coming all.the stronger and wider 
in scope,” Pravda admitted: that 
in the early days of the campaign 
the Germans had driven deep sali- 
ents into Russian territory so that 
the Germans “already saw in their 
dreams the towers of Moscow, the 
Kremlin Square, and the streets of 
Leningrad and Kiev.” But the 
turn came in mid-July, said 
Pravda. 

“Hitler wanted to achieve too 
great successes, he risked too 
much. Doubtless the retaliation 
will correspond to the scale of 
risk.”

Tokyo Spokesman 
says Neither Gov- 
ernment Protested 
Over Skirmish. 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 5 (AP).—Lieut. 
Col. Kunio Akiyama,- officia 
spokesman for Japanese forces in 
China, said today a minor clash of 
Japanese and Soviet border troops 
occurred near Manchuli about two 
weeks ago. 

Manchuli is just inside extreme 
Western Manchoukuo on a railway 
to Siberia.

Laborite Charges Premier 
Has ‘Hypnotized’ Offi- 
cials, Fails to Listen to 
Industrial Group. 


LONDON, Aug. 5 (AP).—Aneurin 
Bevan, Laborite member of the 
House of Commons, asserted today 
that Prime Minister Chuschill’s 
“special gifts have hypnotized the 
administration,” and added that 
“minister after minister gets into 
the habit of thinking that all he 
has to do is to make an emotional 
appeal to the country and results 
will follow.” 

Bevan’s remarks were made in 
a discussion of the coal situation 
during which the Secretary for 
Mines, D. R. Grenfell, acknowledged 
that there has been a shortage 
of supplies for several months due 
to failure to meet rising demands 
and at the same time pile up win- 
ter reserves. 

Bevan said that “we have unfor- 
tunately a Prime Minister who 
listens to Generals more than he 
listens to industrial people inside 
his Government.” 

“In rfact,” he continued, “the 
Government is the only enemy who 
up to now the Generals have been 
able to defeat.” 

The present situation, he said, 
has arisen “because the House is 
not doing its job which is to tell 
the Prime Minister that unless he 
puts it right we propose to go into 
division lobby against him.” 

(Aneurin Bevan, a member of 
Commons since 1929, is not to be 
confused with Ernest Bevin, Min- 
ister of Labor and a member of 
the War Cabinet.) 

Dr. Hugh Dalton, Minister of 
Economic Warfare, told Commons 
there had been a “remarkable de- 
velopment” of United States meas- 
ures for economic defense in the 
last, six months, and called its ex- 
port licensing system a “most ef- 
fective means of denying supplies 
to the enemy.” 

He said the British “greatly ap-

assailed Nazism and said Colom- 
bia’s position as a neighbor of Pan- 
ama obligated it to see that the 
Panama Canal never is menaced 
from its territory.

U. S. 66 NEAR MERAMEC RIVER 
TO BE WIDENED 10 4 LANES 


Engineers of the State Highway 
Department are engaged in a pre- 
liminary survey for the praoposed 
widening of United States High- 
way 66 from Vandover road to the 
bridge across thé Meramec River 
at Times Beach. That section of 
the road, about five miles long, 
will be widened to four lanes. It 
now has three lanes. 

The work has been designated 
as a strategic project under the 
defense program since the War 
Department began construction of 
an ammunition dump on the Ran- 
kin estate west of Valley Park, 
said R. W. Hodon, division en- 
gineer. Bids for construction will 
be requested probably next fall. 

There is no information yet, 
he added, whether the Federal 
Government will defray the entire 
cost of the work or will share the 
cost under the usual Federal aid 
program. The three-lane section 
which will be widened frequently 
has been the scene of fatal auto- 
mobile accidents and is classed by 
State Highway Patrolmen as the 
most dangerous road in St. Louis 
County.

| FOR CONVENTION 


Delegates Begin Ringing 
Doorbells in Effort to 
Convert St. Louisans to 
Their Beliefs. 

Thousands of members of Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses, who believe that 


|the “Kingdom of Heaven” is soon 


to be established on earth in the 
wake of Armageddon, were con- 
verging on St. Louis today for the 
group’s five-day international The- 
ocratic convention, which opens to- 
morr at the Arena. 

N. H. Knorr, “convention ser- 
vant,” said that rooms had already 
been assigned by this afternoon to 


‘about 30,000 delegates, and a 40- 


acre trailer camp had sprung up 
on Scheutz road, a mile and a half 


west of Lindbergh boulevard, to 
accommodate 5000 sect members 
who brought homes on wheels. 

Many of the arriving Witnesses, 
who came in vehicles ranging from 


rickety jalopies to shiny new au- 
tomobiles, most of the cars adorned 
with signs, proceeded to ring door- 
bells in an effort to convert St. 
Louisans to their beliefs shortly 
after their arrival. 
Convention officers announced 
that all delegates, of whom about 
75,000 are expected, would spend 
their spare time and mornings 
during the convention “active in 
the field, within an area of 100 
miles of St. Louis, offering people 
af gooi will the means of better 
understanding the Bible and God’s 
purpose to set up the ideal gov- 
ernment over human kind.” 
Beliefs of Sect. 
In recent years, disturbances 
have resulted from the missionary 
work of members of the sect in 
the St. Louis area and throughout 
the nation, owing to objections of 
irate individuals to the group’s re- 
fusal to salute the American flag 
and its virulent anti-Catholicism. 
Last year, the Witnesses had 
scheduled their annual convention 
for Columbus, O., but shifted to 
Detroit at the last moment when 
use of the Ohio State Fairgrounds 
was denied unless they agreed to 
salute the flag. 
Roads leading to the Arena were 
clogged with traffic as newly ar- 
rived delegates rushed to the con- 
vention headquarters to arrange 
their housing and also to register 
for volunteer work in connection 
with the conclave. A dozen men 
and women were kept busy taking 
down the names of Witnesses of- 
fering: to serve without pay dur- 
ing the meeting as guards, ushers, 
office workers, book salesmen, and 
other duties.

TRAFFIC. WIDER 
5 RECOMMENDED 


Director of Streets Meyers 
Suggests Concrete Strip 
to Run Entire Length of 
Artery. 


Construction of a concrete traf- 
fic divider in the center of the 


Express Highway, running its en- 
tire three-mile length, was recom- 
mended to the Board of Public 
Service today by Arthur C. Meyers, 
Director of Streets and Sewers. 

Meyers, who submitted 12 traf- 
fic divider designs to the board, 
specifically recommended a device 
which would be constructed by his 
department and would be similar 
to one used successfully by the 
Michigan State Highway Depart- 
ment. 

It would consist of a protracted 
concrete pyramid, 48 inches wide 
at the base and about 18 inches 
high, surmounted by an iron pipe. 
Sides of the cast concrete “rail” 
would be curved inward, the en- 
tire design being calculated to de 
flect vehicles swerving from the 
traffic lanes, without causing them 
to overturn or go over the deflec- 
tor. 

Pending adoption of some form 
of divider, Meyers announced that 
two heavy lines, symbolizing a 
divider, would be painted down the 
center of the highway, eliminating 
the present fifth or “middle lane.” 

Meyers suggested that the board, 
after it decides upon a divider, 
prepare an ordinance calling for 
construction. Cost has not been 
estimated. The suggestions Meyers 
submitted were complete with plans 
and pictures. He had previously 
view-d motion pictures of the 
recommended divider in use in 
Michigsn. 

The proposal for a divider results 
from frequent accidents on the 
highway, including severela head-on 
collisions and fatalities. Meyers 
said he had discussed the subject 
with Mayor William Dee Becker, 
the Mayor’s Traffic Committee, 
the Traffic Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen, the State Highway 
Commission and officers of the 
Automobile Club of Missouri, the 
Safety Council and other safety 
bodies.

10 CENTS AN HOUR PAY RISE 
FOR 3000 AT CASTINGS PLANT 


A 10-cent hourly pay rise was 
provided yesterday for 3000 em- 
ployes of the Commonweatith Di- 
vision of the General Steel Cast- 
ings Corporation of Granite City 
in a contract signed by the com- 
pany and the CIO Steel Workers’ 
Organizing Committee. The con- 
tract is for one year, and its 
wage provisions are retroactive to 
July 27. 

Minimum wages under the new 
contract are 66 cents an hour. 
Hourly pay rates now range to 
$1.28. Vacation pay provided by 
the contract is 2 per cent of year- 
ly wages. The number of work 
weeks required to qualify for 
vacation pay is reduced from 48 
to 32. Workers employed for more 
than 10 years need put in no 
minimum of work weeks to quali- 
fy for vacation pay. 

Provisions of the contract, con- 
cluded after three weeks’ negotia- 
tion, cover all but 600 of the 
plant’s employes. These are su- 
pervisors or members of .AFL 
unions, whose contracts are not 
at this time up for removal. The 
corporation is manufacturing loco- 
motive beds and castings for tank 
bodies.

Japanese Determination. 

Despite explicit economic warn- 
ings which the United States and 
Great Britain delivered to Japan 
in the form of asset freezing and 
fuel embargoes, informed sources 
here believe Japan ig determined 
on the plunge. 

On the, other hand, Britain, 
backed by the United States, is 
represented in many quarters as 
determined to halt the Japanese 
advance, being convinced now that 
a military move is the only effec- 
tive means. 

It is contended that during last 
February’s crisis, when Japan was 
imposing its peace terms on 
French Indo-China and Thailand, 
Tokyo demanded rights to use 


the Kra isthmus about 400 miles 
north of Singapore. At that time, 
it is said, Japanese pressure on 
Thailand was halted only, by the 
quick dispatch of British rein- 
forcements to thé Malaya-Thai- 
land border. 

Most observers in Manila be- 
lieve Japan is getting ready now 
to attack both Southwest Asia and 
Siberia whenever this is expedi- 
ent, but since- any campaign 
against Russia probably would be 
protracted, Japan would be forced 
to risk naval hostilities in the 
South Pacific in order to assure 
a supply of raw materials, espe- 
cially oil. 


JAPANESE PRESS - 


TOKYO, Aug. 5 (AP). — The 
Japanese press turned its atten- 
tion to Thailand again today while 
the Government took new econom- 
ic measures to cope with the deep- 
ening crisis in the empire’s af- 
fairs. 


The newspaper Hochi said Ja- 
pan’s advance into Southern Indo-

BERLIN, Aug. 5 (AP).—The 
comment service Dienst aus 
Deutschland asserted today that 
the signatories of the three-Power 
pact—Germany, Italy and Japan— 
are “watching with due diligence” 
the “war extension plans” of the 
United States and Britain in the 
Far East. These, Dienst said, have 
been revealed with respect to 
French Indo-China and the con- 
templated encirclement of Japan. 

The service said all efforts to ex- 
tend the war must be watched 
closely and cited, besides the Far 
East, the Middle East and North- 
ern Europe. In the Middle East, 
it asserted, British military inten- 
tions of setting up a new front 
have been camouflaged by the 
spreading of reports about sup- 
posed “German tourists” in Iran 
(Persia) and Afghanistan. The 
British raid on Petsamo, accord- 
ing to the German view, is a plain 
indication that the British consider 
Finnish territory as their own 
landing ground in Northern Eu- 
rcpe, Dienst added. 


Convoy From England; Many 
Troops Taken On at Bombay. 

SINGAPORE, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
Large numbers of British and In- 
dian troops, including Royal Air 
Force personnel, have reached 
Singapore, it was announced of- 
ficially today. 

Dark gray ships bearing British 
army units, flyers, naval ratings 
and Marines and bearded gunners 
from the Punjab of India, were 
piped alongside the docks by bands 
of Highlander and Hyderabad reg- 
iments. 

The announcement said the ma- 
jority of the reinforcements for 
Malaya’s growing air force were 
“young but experienced, while the 
new naval men include skilled en- 
gineers and technicians.” 

Aboard one of the transports was 
the Maharaja of Patiala, one of In- 
dia’s ranking state potentates and 
leader of the Sikh sect, who came 
to visit his many co-religionists 
serving in the forces here. 

The official statement said the 
convoy had an uneventful voyage 
from a Northwestern port in the 
United Kingdom and that the large 
number of Indian troops had 
joined the expedition at Bombay.

Officer Tells Committee of Practice Truman 
Calls Outrageous—$1086 Spent in 
Rental of $400 Truck. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
Chairman Truman (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, of the Senate Defense Com- 
mittee, characterized as “outrage- 


ous” today rentals paid by the 
navy for construction equipment. 

Referring to committee hearings 
on army contracts for equipment 
rental, Truman told Lieut. Com. 
A, A. Ort: 

“We thought that the army was 
rotten, but I'll say that the navy 
goes them one better.” 

Truman made the observation 
after Ort had testified that as a 
general practice there was no lim- 
itation on the amount of rent that 
the navy might pay for a piece of 
equipment. 

Army contracts, on the other 
hand, contain a provision for pur- 
chase of the equipment after 100 
per cent of its value has been paid 
out in rent, the rental to apply on 
the purchase price. 

Ort testified that navy contracts 
required payment of actual cost 
for equipment owned by a con- 
tractor on cost-plus-fixed-fee jobs 
but that the rental to be paid for 
equipment owned by a third party 
was left to construction officers on 
individual jobs. 

The navy, he said, had sought 


to “decentralize” its construction 
program in the interests of speed 
and therefore there was no cen- 
tral agency which passed on rental 
rates. For the same reason, he 
testified, figures were not available 
on the amount of equipment rented 
by the navy, its ‘ost, or the pro- 
portion rented from persons other 
than contractors. 

Hugh A, Fulton, committee coun- 
sel, produced figures which. he said 
showed “instance after instance” 
in which rentals exceeded the 
value of the equipment. 

Rent for a truck valued at $400 
totaled $1086, he said, while $715 
was paid out in rent for a $360 
truck. 

Ort said it would be necessary 
to investigate each case in order 
to determine the reason for the 
rentals. 

Truman said the committee 
probably would go to the West 
Coast to investigate construction 
of defense plants, stragetic min- 
erals and use of raw materials. 

The committee has decided to 
make the trip, Truman saiu, con- 
tingent on getting additional funds 
and on approval of House and 
Senate committees already inves- 
tigating various phases of the 
stragetic mineral situation.

PLANT DELEGATES 
BARRED BY UAW 


Group Atiliad: at Con- 
vention as Having Been 
Elected ‘in: Same Man- 
ner as Hitler and Stalin.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
The CIO United Automobile 
Workers’ national convention in 
session at Buffalo, N. Y., today re- 
fused to seat 10 delegates from 
the Allis-Chalmers Milwaukee 
plant, scene of a 79-day strike this 


year. In a standing vote, -the con- 
vention rejected a credentials com- 
mittee minority report which fa- 
vored seating delegates who claim 
to represent 8000 workers. 

Protests against their seating 
were based on contentions that 
they were nominated and elected 
the same day although the UAW- 
CIO constitution specifies a seven- 
day interval. : 

Thomas Doherty of Detroit 
Local 7 said the election was “un- 
democratic, illegal and strictly un- 
constitutional.” 

“We say, do not seat these dele- 
gates. They were elected in the 
same manner as Hitler and Stalin,” 
he added. 

Amos Fitch of Flint (Mich.) 
Local 599, and George A. Addes, 
secretary-treasurer of the UAW, 
‘asserted the move to refuse the 
seats was “political” and urged the 
convention to adopt the minority 
report. 

Frankensteen Cheered. 

A five-minute demonstration was 
touched off when Richard Frank- 
ensteen, national director of the 
CIO’s aviation division, declared 
that he would “rather symbolize 
the American army than the Red 
flag of Moscow.” 

Frankensteen called attention to 
a display of tin soldiers, airplanes 
and tanks on the table of Local 
683, Los Angeles, and a sign read- 
ing “Frankensteen Local.” 

A leader in a move to bar Com- 
munists from holding any elective 
or appointive offices in the un- 
ion, Frankensteen had termed the 
strike at the North American 
aviation plant last June a “wild- 
cat and outlaw” walkout. The 
strike resulted in the seizure of 
the plant by the United States 
army. 

Afte> the demonstration, R. J. 
Thomas, UAW president, asked 
that the display be removed. The 
Los Angeles delegation, which said 
it represented workers at the Vul- 
tee, Douglas and North American 
plants, complied, but not before 
one of the members said: 

“T wish we could get soldiers 
off the picket line as easily as 
we got them off the table.” 

Jobs Urged for Men First.

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Other Terms of Contract 
Signed by Western Cart- 
ridge Co. and AFL Dis- 
closed. 


Negotiations on demands for in- 
creased wages by employes of the 
smokeless powder subsidiary of 
the Western Cartridge Co. of East 
Alton were resumed today, after 
announcement last night of terms 
of a contract signed Saturday, 
naming the AFL Chemical Work- 
ers’ Union exclusive bargaining 
agent for employes of the subsidi- 
ary. Terms of the contract were 
disclosed at a meeting of the union 
membership. 

A joint unjion-company announce- 
ment Saturday described the con- 
tract, to run for a year, as “dis- 
posing of all matters currently in 
controversy.” Aside from providing 
a 5 per cent horizontal wage in- 
crease, however, terms of the con- 
tract left for later negotiation two 
of the most hotly-contested issues 
—further pay increases and vaca- 
tions. 

The contract was based on rec- 
ommendations of the National De- 
fense Mediation Board, accepted 
by the company last Tuesday in 
Washington. It contains a stipu- 
lation that if no settlement of 
wage and vacation differences is 
reached by Aug. 31, the case will 
revert to the Mediation Board, un- 
less both parties agree to an ex- 
tension of time. 

Terms of the contract provide 
for abrogation of the company’s 
individual contracts with workers; 
union security, and arbitration of 
future differences. 

Abrogation of old individual 
contracts, called by the union “yel- 
low dog” for their no-strike clause, 
will necessitate liquidation of an 
employe savings fund, into which 
workers under their contracts con- 
tributed 4 per cent of their wages 
and the company an additional 6 
per cent, an official of the com- 
pany said today. 

In place of)the old fund, he 
stated, the company will set up 
another, into which workers will 
pay nothing. From the new fund, 
accident benefits will be paid. At 
the end of the year, the surplus 
will be divided among workers as 
a bonus. It was estimated the bo- 
nus would amount to about 6 per 
cent of annual wages, more or 
less, depending on the safety rec- 


_ ord of the plant. 


The union security, or “frozen 
shop,” clause provides that any 
employe who was a member of 
the union June 24 or who has sub- 
sequently become a member must 
maintain his union membership 
inegood standing as a condition 
of employment. 

The arbitration provision re- 
quires the consent of both parties 
before arbitration shall be under- 
taken. Under this clause, the com- 
pany specifically retains its free- 
dom to refuse to arbitrate and the 
union maintains its right to strike. 

The 5 per cent wage increase, 
previously granted workers in oth- 
er departments of the company, is 
to be retroactive to July 13. Fur-

menacingly for a moment, 

I yell, “Tally-ho!"—the R. A, F. 
pattle cry—and dive after him, 
pulling the teat, the auxiliary 
throttle that cuts loose all 1250 
horsepower. We vault downstairs, 
our Merlins screaming. Just then 
the unhurried voice of operations 
reports over the radio: “Hello, 
Red leader. Locust control call- 
ing. You should be in vicinity 
of Tunbridge Wells and bandit.” 
Tunbridge Wells, a small English 
town, is the code name for this 

oy. 

penne for the radio switch 
and snapping it to send, I shout, 
“Hello, Locust control. Red lead- 
er answering. We're chasing 
bandit!” Operations drops his 
formal answer, merely saying, “All 
right.” 

It’s a race now to see who gets 
to the convoy first. The Dornier 
is way below us and he’s hard to 
gee as he’s painted blue-gray, the 
color of the sea. The Germans 
have a tricky tabit of camouflag- 
ing their planes for every special 
job. We're gaining fast. Sud- 
denly my Spitfire rocks violently. 
It steadies and starts rocking 
again. I spot a puff of smoke from 
a vessel in the convoy. He’s shoot- 
ing at the bomber, but his anti- 
aircraft shells are bursting some- 
where near us. 


Harmless Bombs. - 

The firing stops as the Dornier 
and we approach the long line of 
ships. The Dornier cut loose a 
whole stick of four bombs. He is 
not wasting his time aiming and I 
know the bombs will fall wide. 
We're about three-quarters of a 
mile from him now. I veer off 
from the direct chase, diving for 
the first freighters in the convoy, 
trying to cut the Dornier off from 
his prey. Seeing that we're too 
close, he banks away toward home, 
dropping his other bomb stick and 
an aerial torpedo to lighten his 
load. The bombs send up harm- 
less geysers of water a mile from 
the nearest freighter. The torpedo, 
I know, broke when it hit the 
water after being dropped from 
200 feet. We've won the first 
round. Now to get the Dornier. 
We bank after him. 

He has dropped so close to the 
sea that it looks as if he would 
ram into it. He leve's off a scant 
2 feet above the choppy waves, 
his starboard wingtip almost cut- 
ting the water as he turns direct- 
ly toward his base, These Dorniers 
can move fast. 

I snap on the juice for the gun- 
sights. ‘The crosswires and ring 
glow reassuringly, like miniature 
fluorescent tubes. Close to the wa- 
ter the Dornier is a tough tar- 
get. We can’t dive on him or we'll 
ram into the sea. The only at- 
tack to make is on his tail, try- 
ing to pick off the rear gunner be- 
fore he blasts us. 


In the Cannon’s Mouth. 


We're closing in fast. He’s less 
than a mile away. I haul back a 
little on the stick. It’s hard to 
pull against the 400-plus-mile-an- 
hour wind velocity. The Dornier 
looms bigger and bigger in the 
gunsights. I can see the rear gun- 
ner now in his plastic-glass blis- 
ter, his hands on his twin cannon 
triggers. 

‘As we pull gradually out of the 
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dive I can feel centrifugal force 
drag on my body. My hands grow 
heavy and my jaw starts to sag. 
Mustn’t black out! I take a deep 
breath and yell—anything to build 
up blood pressure so the blood 
won’t leave my brain. Another 
danger presents itself. We're 
much too close to the water. If 
we ever hit the propeller back- 
wash of the bomber it'll bounce 
us into the sea. 

The German opens fire, smoke 
from his tracers looping up at me. 
I move the stick right, then left— 
just a little—throwing the Spit- 
fire into a crisscross and moving 
the rudder to keep the Dornier in 
my sights. Even this slight skid 
is sickening. 

There’s the German gunner in 
the sights. I can even see his 
tense face. His lips are parted, 
his teeth clenched as he saws his 
fire-spouting cannons back and 
forth. I press the firing but- 
ton with my thumb, hurling ex- 
plosive, ball, incendiary, armor- 
piercing, and tracer bullets from 
eight machine-guns at him. The 
noise is like muffled high-pitched 
drums and the plane vibrates and 
slows from the recoil. The tracer 
smoketrails show the fire sweep- 
ing under the Dornier. 


150 Years Away. 


Abandoning caution to get a 
more accurate aim, I stop the 
crisscross and nose the Spitfire 
right at him. He is only about 
150 yards away now. There’s a 
loud pow! And aé splintering 
sound, like hailstones on a drum. 
He must have hit me. But I 
can’t see where. My bullets are 
streaming into hig blister, tearing 
great rents in the plastic glass. 

He falls back, his arms upraised, 
just as-I sweep over him. I slip 
up and to the side to avoid the 
front gunner’s fire. A black cur- 
tain drops over my eyes as I come 
round, almost in a vertical bank. 
I ease the stick forward to come 
to, knowing that Luke and Dean 
are giving the pilot the works. 

A glance back to see Dean almost 
cutting off the Dornier’s tail with 
his prop, he’s flying so close to 
him. Luke is on the way up be- 
hind me. Dean passes over the 
bomber and still it keeps on fly- 
ing. We didn’t get him that time. 


I bring the Spitfire down for an- 
other attack when I hear Dean’s 
voice yell over the radio, “Red 
leader. Red three calling. Ban- 
dits over the French Coast!” I 
look to the east. Nine planes in 
three vics are coming toward us, 
one vic far in advance of the oth- 
ers. The Dornier must have ra- 
dioed for help. The planes still 
are several miles away but it won’t 
take a minute for them to get 
here. We must work fast. 


End of the Dornier. 


My Spitfire thunders down on 
the Dornier’s tail. I see two 
Germans dragging the rear gun- 
mer’s body from his seat. They’re 
going to replace him. [If they 
succeed in doing this before we 
get the pilot the Dornier is as good 
as safe on its home airdrome. The 
pilot will be protected by the new 
rear gunner until the Jerry fighter 
planes arrive, I dive low over the

RUSSIAN SOUTH FLANK THREATENED

GRAVE menace to Red army

At Bel Tserkov or at the close- 
by town of Byelaya Tserkov, the 
actual rail junction point, the Ger- 
mans are astride the most impor- 
tant rail system paralleling the 
Dnieper. While there is direct rail 
connection between Byelaya Tser- 
kov and Kiev, the main line runs 
northwest-southeast as does the 
Dnieper, at an average distance 
of 40 to 50 miles from the river. 
It is possible that the German 
thrust to Bel Tserkov, therefore, 
is primarily the cutting edge of a 
huge southward turning movement 
down the west -bank of the Dnie- 
per to take Russian armies hold- 
ing the Dniester front to the 
Black Sea in the rear. 

Presumably the Nazi armored 
force astride the railroad at Bel 
Tserkov by-passed Zhitomir well 
to the south and is pushing south- 
ward rather than northeastward 
toward Kiev. The stress laid by 
the German high command bulle- 
tin on the cutting of enemy rail 
communications in advance 
indicates»that it is a sweep south- 
ward west of the Dnieper that is 
being attempted, not a frontal or 
pincer attack on Kiev. 

For if the Russians can reach 
the Dnieper line they can put 
formidable obstacles in the way of 
German drives to encircle and de- 
stroy Red armies in the field.

Text of U. S. Note Pledging Russia 
Aid and Soviet Envoy's Reply 


6 heated text of the notes exchanged 

between Acting Secretary of 
State Wetles and Constantine A. 
Oumansky, Russian Ambassador, 
follow: 


My Dear Mr. Ambassador: 

I am pleased to inform you that 
the Government of the United 
States has decided to give all eco- 
nomic assistance practicable for 
the purpose of strengthening the 
Soviet Union in its struggle against 
armed aggression. This decision 
has been prompted by the convic- 
tion of the Government of ‘the 
United States that the strength- 
ening of the armed resistance of 
the Soviet Union to the predatory 
attack of an aggressor who is 
threatening the security and inde- 
pendence not only of the Soviet 
Union but also of all other nations 
is in the interest of the national 
defense of the United States. | 
In accordance with this decision 
of the Government of the United 
States and in order to implement 
the policy enunciated above, the 
Government of the United States 
is giving the most friendly consid- 
eration to requests from the Gov- 
ernment, institutions or agencies 
of the Soviet Union relative to the 
placing in this country of orders 
for articles and materials urgently 
required for the needs of the na- 
tional defense of the Soviet Union, 
and, for the purpose of promoting 
the speedy completion and delivery 
of such articles and materials, is 
extending to these orders priority 
assistance upon the principles ap- 
plicable to the orders of countries 
struggling against aggression. 
In order to facilitate the exten- 
sion of economic assistance to the 
Soviet Union, the Department of 
State is also issuing unlimited li- 
censes permitting the export to 
the Soviet Union of a wide variety 
of Srticles and materials needed 
for the strengthening of the de- 
fense of that country, in accord- 
ance with the principles applicable) 
to the furnishing of such articles 
and materials as are needed for 
the same purpose by other coun- 
tries resisting aggression. 

The appropriate authorities of 
the Government of the United 
States, in pursuance of the de- 
cision to which I have above re- 
ferred, are also giving their fa- 
vorable consideration to requests 
for the extension of available Amer- 
ican shipping facilities forthe pur- 
pose of expediting the shipment to 
the Soviet Union of articles and 
materials needed for the national 
defense of the country. 


Russian Reply. 


My Dear Mr. Acting Secretary: 

I am pleased to take notice of 
the contents of your communica- 
tion of this date in which you in- 


formed me that the Government 
of the United States has decided 
to give all economic assistance 
practicable for the purpose of 
strengthening the Soviet Union in 
its struggle against armed aggres- 
sion. You add that this decision 
has been prompted by the convic- 
tion of the Government of the 
United States that the strengthen- 
ing of the armed resistance of the 
Soviet Union to the predatory at- 
tack of an aggressor who is threat- 
ening the security and independ- 
ence not only of the Soviet Union 
but also of all other nations is 
in the interest of the national de- 
fense of the United States, 


On behalf of my Government, I 
wish to emphasize the correctness 
of the view that the aggressor 
who has treacherously invaded my 
country is threatening the secur- 
ity and independence of all free- 
dom loving nations and that this 
threat naturally creates a commu- 
nity of interest of national de- 
fense of those nations. My Gov- 
ernment has directed me to ex-

fense of the United States.

Why Put Ceilings 
Over Goods and 
Not Wages That 
Go Into Them?

AYS the Standard Dictionary: 
“Fantasmagoria, a changing, in- 
coherent series of apparitions 
or fantasms,.” That describes this 
administration’s approach to price 
control] to prevent the threatening 
national disaster of inflation which 
the President so well described in 
his message asking for authority 
to control prices. All the argu- 
ments made for it in that presiden- 
tial ‘message certainly appeared 
adequate to this column. That 
should be the case because they 
were accurate and complete para- 
phrases of what has been repeated- 
ly said here for weeks. 


But here similarity ceasesY There 
are to be Baruchian ceilings over 
some prices—but not over others. 
None whatever is suggested for 
wages, although labor is warned 
(here also in paragraphs closely 
following this column) that it has 
@ more vital interest in, preventing 
inflation than any other group. 


Utter Absurdity. 


The utter absurdity of this omis- 
sion is clear when you consider 
that the principal element in .the 
cost of every commodity in com- 
merce is wages and salaries of one 
kind or another. Take thestype- 
writer on which this copy is writ- 
ten. It is made almost entirely of 
steel, The cost of mining of the 
iron ore, lime-stone and coking- 
coal is almost all labor. So is 
much of the cost of transportation 
to blast furnaces and steel mills. 
So is nearly all processing into 
steel—not merely in handling the 
metal but in building the gigantic 
plants and machinery that finally 
forge and shape it. So surely is 
it true of the intricate machining 
and assembling processes that fi- 
nally produced this job and of the 
effort and organization that sold, 
distributed and serviced it. All 
things considered, about 95 per 
cent of this cost ands price are 
wages of one kind or another. 
So it is of everything we have 
and use. : 


Yet we are to put a “celling” 
over this price but none over the 
component parts of that price. It 
is exactly like a military command 
“company! halt! but all the soldiers

since the great upheaval be- 

gan is it possible to begin to 
talk even tentatively but with 
some sense of reality about the 
shape of things to come, 

In the first phase of the war, 
that is to say before Hitler’s in- 
vasion of the West, every attempt 
to think about peace and recon- 
struction foundered upon the fact 
that with only Britain, France and 
Germany directly involved, no one 
could foresee where the rest of the 
world—the Americas, the Orient, 
Russia and the then neutral Eu- 
ropean states—would be when the 
time came to make peace. In that 
phase of the war, therefore, peace 
plans were either vague, wishful 
and unconvincing schemes or they 
were dreary reactionary French 
schemes for the dismemberment of 
the German nation. 

In the second phase of the war, 
which began with the fall of 
France and the British retreat 
from Dunkerque, the formulation 
of peace plans was a mockery as 
long as Britain stood alone and in 
deadly peril of defeat and destruc- 
tion. It was idle to think of plan- 
ning a peace when, unless prodi- 
gies and miracles were performed, 
there was every prospect that Hit- 
ler would dictate the peace. In 
this phase of the war the only 
talk of peace came from Hitler, 
who was proclaiming his new or- 
der, and from defeatists and ap- 
peasers who were prepared to ac- 
cept his new order. 

* * . 

E have now come to the third 

great phase of the war, made 

possible only by the prodigies 
of valor performed by the British 
people and by the miracle of their 
steadfast faith. In this phase of 
the war Britain no longer stands 
alone in a world where all the 
other nations are either its en- 
emies or mere spectators of its re- 
sistance. In this new phase of 
the war, Germany and Italy are 
isolated and encircled on the ter- 
ritories they hold by force, and are 
separated by the whole mass of 
Russia from their only ally, Japan. 

Today the greater part of the 
world—in population, in area, in 
the potentialities of power—is 
aligned against the Axis. There 
is no new order in Europe to 
which any of the peoples of Eu- 
rope consent, against which they 
will not rebel at the very first 
opportunity. There are no neu-

OR that reason, because this 
Fisreat coalition hag to be mobil- 

ized and organized for effective 
action, not only the beginnings of 
@ plan of peace and reconstruction 
but the instruments of such a plan 
are now in actual existence. The 
economic defense board, over which 
Vice-President Wallace will pre- 
side, is at once a weapon of war 
and an instrument of peace. ‘rhis 
board, in collaboration with the 
corresponding British and Allied 
agencies, will control the shipping 
and the international commerce of 
the non-totalitarian world. The im- 
mediate purpose of this control is, 
of course, to blockade the Axis, to 
drive Axis commerce from the non- 
totalitarian world, and to mobilize 
the resources of the non-totalita- 
rian world. 

But this control, which will be 
world wide, is not only necessary 
and vital to the defeat of the agres- 
sor nations, It will be no less neces- 
psary and vital to the reconstruction 
of the world after the Axis powers 
are defeated. For with shipping 
scarce, with surpluses piling up in 
one place and grave shortages ap- 
pearing in others, the post-war 
world will be chaos unless the 
transition to peace is made under 
firm regulation. Therefore, for 
some time to come—probably for 
at least as inany years as it took 
to mobilize the world for war—it 
will be necessary to use priorities 
and rationing in order to insure a 
successful demobilization. The

Red Newsreel 
Shows Vastness 
Of Operations 


Largest Number of 
Nazi _ Prisoners 
Pictured—U. S. to 
Get a Release.

MOSCOW, Aug. 5. 
HE latest Soviet newsreel, 
which was released in Mos- 


cow yesterday, shows the larg- 
est number of German prisoners 
yet seen in newsreels. One scene 
shows a large number being load- 
ed on a barge at an unnamed 
point. Other scenes show prison- 
ers being transported in trucks 
and marched along a _ highway. 
The unusual thing about these pic- 
tures is that the prisoners came 
from all forces of the German 
army—tanks, infantry, aviation, 


'motor and signal corps. 


This newsreel also shows several! 
scenes of large-scale tank engage- 
ments. Details of battles are lack- 
ing for the most part, but a fair 
impression of the magnitude of 
operations is gained by seeing 
movements of tanks, large and 
small, going into action against 
German tanks. 

As in several previous newsreel 
releases for Soviet audiences, the 
work of anti-aircraft batteries, 
anti-tank detachments and ilong- 
range artillery batteries in front- 
line position is shown. Bringing 
down a number of German luft- 
waffe planes also is depicted. In 
all instances, it appears that Ger- 
man airmen had no desire or 
chance to parachute, because in 
each wreck bodies of Germans are 
seen with parachutes strapped to 
backs. German planes shown are 
Junkers and Messerschmitts. 

Captured German tanks, auto- 
mobiles and motorcycles are shown 
in large numbers. These were, 
for the most part, shattered. 

Also seen at the same showing 
were two issues of Soviet news- 
reels edited for American release. 
These were lacking to some ex- 
tent the interest of reels for So- 


| viet release because of the over- 


emphasis on the commentary in 
English. For the most part, how- 
ever, American-release reels will 
show the powerful Soviet army in 


action at the front and the result

An Idea for the Proposed Aquarium. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: , 

A. WOLF’S letter and your editorial 

« in Saturday’s Post-Dispatch, on the 
proposal to establish an aquarium on the 
riverfront, are worthy of most serious 
consideration, and bear out an idea the 
writer has had for four years. 

During the summer of 1937, in a re- 
mote section of the Oregon coast, I hap- 
pened to run onto a display of deep-sea 
anemones, in a small home-made aqua- 
rium, that has prompted comment from 
travelers, scientists and the public. It 
occurred to me at the time what an idea 
it would be to have a display of this 
unique species in an aquarium on the 
riverfront plaza. 

Such a collection, I was told, is not to 
be seen in any aquarium in this country 
er Europe. This was confirmed by the 
director in charge of the famous Shedd 
Aquarium in Chicago, and likewise by 
the director of the Dallas Aquarium. 
Both were amazed when informed of the 
giant size of these anemones, and did 
not know such large specimens existed. 
The fact that such a display is not in 
New York or Chicago would put St. 
Louis ahead of these two major aqua- 
riums. 

The anemone is & marine animal, but 
is commonly known as a deep-sea flow- 
er. A collection of them constitutes 
what is known as a “marine garden”; 
and rightly so, for when some of them 
are grouped together in a glass tank of 
sea water, you would imagine you were 
looking at an array of giant chrysan- 
themums, in a blending of soft pastel col- 
ors. They range up to 20 inches in diam- 
eter, and their long, slender tentacles 
wave gracefully in the water. When in- 
termingled with other tentacles of dif- 
ferent shades, they give an effect beyond 
words. 

Aside from their great beauty, the as- 
tounding feature is that they are carniv- 
orous. They actually eat raw meat and 
fish ravenously. The thought of a 
“flower” eating raw meat is beyond the 
conception of the average layman. Sea- 
faring people and others on the Oregon 
coast little dreamed such sea life exist- 
ed until they had actually viewed them. 

Since 1937, I have approached various 
people, including officials, on the idea of 
such an exhibit, without result. At this 
time, with interest being revived in an 
aquarium for St. Louis, all the facts that 
I have gathered on the sea anemone are 
at the disposal of any persons or groups 
interested. JACK D, FINK.

JOINT TAX RETURNS—WHY NOT? 

The stiffest tax bill in the nation’s history has 
passed the House of Representatives by the virtual- 
ly unanimous vote of 369 to 30. It has passed, how- 
ever, without' the provision which provoked much 
greater opposition than the bill’s staggering size. 

This provision, which was eliminated at the last 
minute, 242 to 160, would have required married 
persons to file joint income tax returns. Failure 
to include it will reduce the estimated revenue under 
the bill approximately $323,000,000, leaving the total 
calculated yield at about $3,260,000,000. 

Not in many months has such pressure been 
brought on a committee of Congress to repudiate its 
considered judgment. Large Eastern interests have 
opposed the joint 1,eturn provisions, as have leading 
Eastern newspapers, including such a spokesman 
for the financial world as the Wall Street Journal. 

Taking notice of the opposition, President Roose- 
velt last Saturday appealed to the committee to 
modify the provision so as to “grant substantial 
relief to earned income of the husband and wife.” 
And yesterday, just before the bill passed, Wendell 
Willkie, back in Rushville, issued a statement calling 
for “complete elimination” of the joint return. 

What the House Ways and Means Commiittee and 
its veteran chairman, Representative Doughton, 
think of this can be gauged by the fact that they 
decided not to offer a substitute plan for the reve- 
nue which would be lost by the elimination of the 
joint return. The committee proposed a tax law al- 
teration which would strike at a device now frequent- 
ly used for income-tax dodging. Having been turned 
down by the House, the committee puts the responsi- 
bility for the lost revenue squarely on the chamber, 

The one best argument against the joint return 
is that it affects women’s legal rights—rights which 
have been won through the years at great effort..But 
too much has been claimed on this score by the op- 
ponents of the bill. A joint return would not af- 
fect a wife’s right to own property or to enjoy its 
income. A joint return would merely require hus- 
bands and wives, as partners in marriage, to list 
their income on a family unit basis. The Federal in- 
come tax would be paid to the Government on the 
same basis that the Government pays meager month- 
ly relief sums to the families of the unemployed. 


Indeed, it may be seriously questioned whether the . 


United States has not been socially delinquent in al- 
lowing separate returns by a husband and wife who 
live together as members of the same family. The 
husband of means who transfers holdings to his wife 
to escape higher taxes takes advantage of what is 
essentially a loophole. His position is not unlike 
that of the husband who has made a practice of invest- 
ing in tax-exempt bonds. Each is motivated by a 
desire to dodge a part of his share of the tax burden. 

Bishop William T. Manning of New York and 
other church leaders protest that the joint return 
for husband and wife would be an encouragement to 
“divorce” and “immoral relationships.” -This conten- 
tion simply cannot be taken seriously. The answer 
to these moralistic complainers is the experience of 
Great Britain. The British have had a compulsory 
joint return since 1914, and their divorce rate is still 
below that of the United States. 

We may expect those husbands and wives who 
have escaped higher taxes through separate returns 
to stand against the proposal of the House commit- 
tee, but is it not strange to see standing with them 
leaders of the churches which have defended the 
family through the centuries as the basic social unit? 
If the family is the natural unit in society, the means 
through which society carries on, why are not in- 
comes of husband and wife properly jointly taxable? 

Actually, a separate return might be considered 
a discouragement to marriage. It leaves in an un- 
favorable position the head of a family—especially 
in the lower and middle brackets—who undertakes 
the rearing of a family on a single income, taxable 
on the same basis as those against which the joint- 
return provision was directed. The House has pro- 
tected large husband-wife incomes without provid- 
ing comparable relief for smaller, more socially 
useful incomes. It flies in the face of a principle 
which must underlie sound taxation—ability to pay. 

This provision has been eliminated by the House 
and it may not be revived in the Senate. But the 
American people will’ hear of it again. The current 
tax bill will not foot the cost of the defense program, 
or anything like it. We will be seeking other sources 
of additional revenue before long. 

As the costs of our armaments mount, “a tax-sav- 
ing device which has no equitable basis”—and that 
is the considered appraisal of the House committee 
of the separate return—will find its special privilege 
increasingly hard to maintain.

PVT. STUBBS INVENTS A BETTER BOMB. 

‘In evolving new and better weapons for its defense 
program, the United States has such valuable assets 
as military experts, scientists and ingenious men of 
industry. However, in praising the Colonels and 
the professors and the production managers, one 
must not omit the rank and file, as represented by 
such a resourceful soldier as Pvt. Robert R. Stubbs 
of MacDill Field, Tampa, Fla. 

Pvt. Stubbs, who is a construction superintendent 
in civilian life, has invented a néw multiple aerial 
bomb, described by his commanding officer as better 
than the celebrated “Molotov bread basket.” The 
Colonel and a General joined in a letter of com- 
mendation on the private’s invention, and it was 
read before the company.

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HITLER, NAPOLEON, EMERSON AND MISS THOMPSON. 

Dorothy Thompson wrote a piece the other day 
about Hitler and Napoleon. It was rather an odd 
piece, but Miss Thompson’s main point was that Hit- 
ler and Napoleon match on all fours. 

This reminded us of Emerson’s rather admiring 
essay on the Corsican. We reread it just to verify our 
recollections. Yes, Emerson saw Bonaparte as 
“the idol of common men because he had in tran- 
scendent degree the qualities and powers of common 
men.” He found much more in him: “He inspires 
confidence and vigor by the extraordinary unity of 
his action. He is firm, sure, self-denying, self-post- 
poning, sacrificing everything——” | 

Well, if Miss Thompson is right, it should be pos- 
sible to write Hitler’s name into Emerson's essay 
wherever that of Napoleon occurs. We tried it, and 
passage after passage was distressingly apt. 

But not all! On the morning, of Austerlitz, Napo- 
leon had to promise his troops “to keep his person

out of reach of fire.” Hitler is compelled to advertise 
himself;as béing at the front, as risking all the haz- 
ards of the campaign.

WHY GOV. DONNELL DEFERS THE INQUIRY. 

Some persons will doubtless criticise Gov. Dox- 
nell severely for deferring until about Aug. 15 his 
conference and decision on an inquiry into the 
charges of shakedown attempts, slush funds and 
other irregularities at the last legislative session. 

We are convinced that an investigation is in order, 
and the sooner the better. We had hoped to see it 
begun before now, while the issue is fresh in the 
public mind, and numerous potential witnesses are 
announcing their willingness to testify. Gov. Don- 
nell, however, has stated a good reason for prefer- 
ring to defer the matter, a reason which we believe 
will be generally respected. 

There are still on his desk, and awaiting atten- 
tion, 43 bills passed by the Legislature, Gov. Don- 
nell explains, He must act on them by next Mon- 
day, and as a result is “going to be rushed to the 
limit.” He feels, therefore, that he “cannot take 
time from this constitutional duty, at this time, for 
this other matter of a legislative investigation.” 

It has been apparent since the Legislature ad- 
journed that Gov. Donnell was studying carefully 
every bill submitted for his approval or disapproval. 
His decisions indicate conscientious work, particu- 
larly in the paring down and vetoing of certain ap- 
propriation items. A new Governor could not be 
expected to be familiar with all these details unless 
he had applied himself energetically to seeking out 
the full facts on each subject. 

The 29 decisions announced yesterday by the Gov- 
ernor show sound judgment and’ discrimination. 
Outstanding among the vetoes was that of the 
constable bill, which would have made possible 
the appointment in St. Louis County of special depu- 
ties in unlimited numbers, thus opening the way 
for return of abuses that: existed in former years. 
Appeals were made to the Governor both to approve 
and to veto the bill. His statement shows a careful 
weighing of the conflicting viewpoints, and suffi- 
cient thought to form an independent opinion. 

When this process is repeated in greater or smaller 
degree for each bill, it is obvious that this duty con- 
sumes a great deal of time. Speedier action might 
be popular, but Gov. Donnell seemingly feels that 
full deliberation is necessary, both on bills and on a 
legislative inquiry. For his desire to avoid hasty 
decisions, the people may well be grateful. 

This does not, of course, alter in any way the 
necessity for a sweeping investigation of the charges 
‘against legislators, to begin as soon as possible. 
The people of Missouri are entitled to the truth, and 
to the Governor’s consideration of this pressing 
matter at the earliest moment his duties will permit. 
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DIRTY COAL IS NO ANSWER. 

A local coal dealer, asserting that he speaks by 
virtue of a questionnaire-survey of the city’s fuel 
distributors, has called on Mayor Becker to relax 
the requirements of the St. Louis anti-smoke ordi- 
nance. He will get a sharp “No” from the City 
Hall, we trust, if the Mayor sees fit to acknowledge 
his brazen suggestion at all. Whatever a malcon- 
tent dealer here or there may say, the Mayor knows 
how the people of St. Louis feel about a return to 
filth and grime and midnight noons. 

As Smoke Commissioner Tucker has already point- 
ed out, this demand for letting down the bars is 
based on a loaded question asked by the promoters 
of this scheme—a question which indicated that 
‘there was not, in all the United States, enough 
smokeless coal to permit the reasonable hope of 
filling this city’s needs. Mr. Tucker made short 
shrift of this with some plain statistics. 

There is smokeless coal available now. The rail- 
roads are still in a position to bring more to St. 
Louis as the dealers clear their yards. However, 
this favorable state of affairs may change as fewer 
and fewer cars become available because of defense 
priorities. But this is no reason for resigning our- 
selves to Black Tuesdays. The solution to the prob- 
lem is to buy now. 
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A SOUND VETO BY MR. ROOSEVELT. 

The President some time ago called on Congress to 
make funds available for a defense highway pro- 
gram. Now he has vetoed a bill appropriating $320,- 
000,000 for this purpose. Paradoxical as it seems, the 
veto is entirely justified. 

By some quirk of “legislation as usual,” Congress 
provided for distributing $125,000,000 of the fund 
(the part earmarked for correcting deficiencies in 
strategic highways) among the states on a pro-rata 
basis, according to their population, area, etc. Im- 
proving highways for defense clearly has nothing 
to do with the population of the states they traverse; 
it depends entirely on the condition of the highways 
and on defense needs. Thus, under the Dill as it 
passed, there might not be enough funds to repair 
all the bridges on strategic Virginia highways, while 
North Dakota got more money than it needed. 

The pro-rata basis is a just device for highway 
building in normal times. It is wholly unsuited to 
defense needs. Congress should re-pass the bill in 
practical form. 
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GERMAN MILITARY GENIUS. 

Just when the gallant fight of the Russians was 
beginning to banish our fatalistic conviction that 
the Germans are the world’s most imaginative tac- 
ticlans, we are again plunged into the depths by a 
new stroke of Nazi genius. 

Harassed by guerrilla warfare more intense than 
that waged by the Chinese, what do the Germans do? 
Do they send troops into the wheat fields, the woods, 
the narrow, winding byways—into ambush after am- 
bush to flush the snipers? 

Not at all! They simply rig a few loud speakers 
in likely spots and then strike up the band in the 
village square. With the soft tenderness, the plan- 
gent pathos that can be obtained only from regi- 
mental brasses, they play sentimental old Musco- 
vite folk songs. And quicker than the Herr Kapitan 
can say “Heil Hitler,” sensitive Ivan, Feyodor and 
Ilya come in, warm salt tears streaming down their 
cheeks, lay down their arms and lovingly embrace 
the nearest Gestapo agent. Or so the Nazis say. 

And what about our brass hats? Do they realize 
the potency of music as a weapon in modern war? 
Not on your life! Why, even Ross Collins stood si 


lent as the bugler was read out of our army.

Hope of appeasing Tokyo is futile while it remains a member of 
Axis, correspondent says; move on Indo-China, aided by Ameri- 
can oil, is part of Hitler plan to create sideshow in Far East, he 
adds; criticises American officials who believed peaceful assurances.

APAN’S war gang grew fat on a half- 
J hearted American State Department pol- 

icy of supplying military hoodlums un- 
der Nazi domination with petroleum and 
iron, “so they won’t go South.” 

The President’s action in freezing Japa- 
nese ets may yet halt Japanese aggres- 
sion to the South. After helping the Japa- 
nese, by increased petroleum supplies, to 
take over Indo-China, we have now coun- 
tered by throttling Japan in world finance. 
We. have cut Japan's major export business 
—silk. 

Action in Tokyo to retaliate by freezing 
American funds in Japan is not serious. 
American and British firms have had their 
funds held up for four years. Only money 
for war materials could be exported from 
Japan. American business men foresaw the 
present action two years and more ago. 

Only the State Department and a handful 
of misinformed, impractical-minded career 
men—not Secretary Hull or Under-Secretary 
of State Welles—worked blindly to aid Nazi 
control of Japan. They consistently and 
stubbornly refused to realize that as long as 
Japan was a member of the Axis, Japan «vas 
and is committed to Axis plans. 

The Japanese counted on the diplomacy 
of bluff, and knew that some of our career 
men would believe their peaceful assur- 
ances. There has been nothing peaceful in 
any Japanese assurance since 1931, when 
they conquered Manchuria.

The same group of weak-kneed British 
diplomats who opposed halting. Japan in 
1931 worked their appeasement in Wash- 
ington, in 1941. From the British Enibassy 
and from the British Ambassador Lord 
Halifax, sent to this country by Premier 
Winston Churchill probably because the 
fighting Prime Minister wanted Halifax 
out of the way, has emanated a routine of 
diplomatic conferences with the State De- 
partment to aid the Japanese “so they 
won't go South.” 

Indo-China brings the Japanese close 
enough to create a real danger—enhanced 
by diplomats who have consistently refused 
to recognize a-fact until it has been accom- 
plished by the enemy. Japan’s increased 
petroleum purchases have been stored for 
the day when Germany would demand that 
Japan move. 

Japan, under total Nazi domination since 


‘@ year ago, naturally moved, as does any 


puppet under obligation. Since it feared 
Russia and does not want Russian planes 
to bomb Tokyo, Japan took the alternative 
of moving South, knowing its forces would 
meet no military opposition. 

Next, the Japanese will want to .take 
Siam and the International Settlement at 
Shanghai. Their well-organi army and 
navy can handle both invasions ‘without dif- 
ficulty. They operate on the best oil in 
the world, and they. have bluffed the Brit- 
ish out of Shanghai and left the defense 
job there in the hands of 1200 American 
Marines, who would be isolated in a Japa- 
nese attack. 

The Japanese are afraid to attack Sing- 
apore or the Hast Indies. However, their 
military fanatics today probably believe the 
operating facilities and a shorter distance, 
from Indo-China, increase the chances of 
success in attacking Singapore. They will 
be surprised at the resistance. 

By storing gasoline and oil, Japan and 
Germany have prepared themselves to oper- 
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ate commerce raiders in the Pacific. Ger- 
many wants Japan to interfere with Ameri- 
can shipping to Egypt and India via Singa- 
pore. Since Germany did not reach the 
Suez via Syria, Berlin has brought pressure 
on Japan to tackle the United States. The 
Indo-China move is the first attempt. 

Persons arriving from Japan have empha- 
sized the danger of the Nazi plot of German 
intrigue in Tokyo and the operations of 
Hitler’s Japanese Gestapo agents. All this 
has been no secret. 

Japan’s new streamlined Cabinet is made 
up of Admirals and Generals. It is the 
seventh Government ‘to take-office in four 
years. Two significant appointments were 


} the Foreign Minister, an Admiral, and the 


Vice-Premier, Baron Hiranuma, a notorious 
Fascist-minded Japanese. He, not the Prime 
Minister, is directing Japan. Hiranuma is 
aligned with the Axis gang which runs 
Tokyo at Berlin instruction. 

The fundamental policies of Japan,. irre- 
spective of smoke screens laid down by 
its Ambassadors, will continue on the Nazi 
spattern., 

* * * 

I was told in Washington that we must 
appease Japan so we could wean Japan 
from the Axis. My answer was that since 
Prince Konoye is not a leader and while 
the Japanese Government is in the hands of 
the army, we cannot depend on Japanese 
assurances. 

There are many good and honorable 
Japanese, but they are in hiding. Japan’s 
Government since 1936 has operated on as- 
‘sassinations and threats, the former at 
home and the latter abroad. 

This distinction I emphasize in analyz- 
ing Japan: There is no responsible Gov- 
ernment in Japan. The army is a part 
of the Government but it is not responsible 
to the Government. Only to the Emperor. 

The Emperor is surrounded by military 
hoodlums and cliques, all German-trained, 
and all fighting among themselves for the 
imperial prerogative. 

My conclusion is based on the observa- 
tions of numerous American correspond- 
ents covering Europe and Asia: Germany 
and Japan will fail. 

Neither England or China will be con- 
quered. 

I believe Germany has already lost. I 
know that Japan has failed in China. Her 
collapse in the future depends on a tough 
Washington attitude—minus appeasers,

But if the characterization is ex- 
cellent, it also has the advantage 
of Coward’s clean-cut melodies, in- 
telligent lyrics and original dia- 
logue to make it appealing. Miss 
Terris gets the most out of her 
song numbers—“The Call of Life,” 
“Zigeuner,” “Evermore and a 
Day,” “Little Cafe” and the never- 
to-be-forgotten “I'll See You 
Again.” Robert K. Shafer, the 
Carl Linden of the week, makes 
a very satisfying musical partner, 
and his voice, heard once out of the 
ghostly distance, according to the 
custom of “Bitter Sweet” in Forest 
Park, is everything that might be 
desired. 

A particular enhancement of 
value in this “Bitter Sweet” is 
given by a ballet interlude in the 
first act. With Patricia Bowman 
as solo danseuse and the regular 
dancing girls as corps de ballet, 
an elaborate program of dance 
excerpts has been worked out by 
Theodor Adolphus. Special foot- 
lighting devices create an  un- 
usually attractive scene. 

Generally speaking, the Coward 
operetta gets a, highly favorable 
treatment in this third park 
presentation.

opinion polls cannot be accepted 


at face value, Harold F. Gosnell, 
University of Chicago political sci- 
ence professor, said today. 


He cited as limitations on the 


validity of polls failure to repre- 
sent fully the opinions of low in- 


come groups, a lack of clarity in 


poll questions and insufficiency of 
election returns as a check on ac- 
curacy in polls. 

Gosnell spoke before experts on 
newspapers, motion pictures and 
radio attending the sixth annual 
insttitute of the university's gradu- 
ate school, this year devoted to 
problems of communications sys- 
tems and propaganda. 

Asserting that interviewers 
should be drawn from the class to 
which they belong, Gosnell said 
“it is obviously impossible to carry 
this practice very far, but the prin- 
ciple income, race, nationality, ter- 
ritorial and labor union groups 
should be interviewed by group 
members.” 

He blamed failure to do this for 
many inaccuracies in the results 
of polls on the 1940 presidential 
election. 

“Persons in the lowest income 
groups have the highest job in- 
security,” Gosnell said, “and they 
tend to be suspicious of strangers. 
They are afraid they might say 
something which might endanger 
their job.”

In 
this conflict there are no economic 
neutrels.

On his visit to Moscow, Lease- 
Lend Administrator Harry Hop- 
kins found Stalin in complete com- 
mand of the situation, highly in- 
formed regarding the strengths and 
weaknesses of Britain, Russia and 
the United States, and utterly con- 
fident that he could beat the Ger- 
mans into pulp. 

Sitting in an air raid shelter, 
which is reputedly 200 feet below 
the surface, the two men—one an 


American ultra-liberal, the other 
one of the most complete dictators 
the modern world has known— 
talked over the whole situation in 
great detail and complete confi- 
dence. There was none. of the 
usual wining and dining, and Hop- 
king was able-to make the best of 
every minute of his time. 

Stalin has already given thought 
to next spring and summer, when 
he believes the combined armies 
of Russia and the Allies will be 
able to gtage a series of con- 
verging attacks which will shatter 
the Reichswehr from within and 
without. 

All the information and ideas 
that Hopkins collected in Moscow 
will be given to President Roose- 
velt on Hopkins’ arrival back in 
Washington in the near future,

Once behind that line, all the way 
from Smolensk, Orsha and Mogi- 
lev at the great bend of the river 
in the north, to Kherson, where it 
flows into the Black Sea east of 
Odessa, the Russians would have 
a continuous river front along 
which to stand. 

So far as available German or 
Russian accounts yet show, the 
Bel Tserkov thrust is of the same 
nature as that east of Smolensk 
which Berlin says has reached 
Vyazma. It is an armored divi- 
sion spearhead only and flanked 
on both sides by Russian forces 
endeavoring to contain or destroy 
it. 


Should it turn toward Kiev in- 
stead of southward, it would run 
head-on into the inner defenses 
of the city. Even should the ad- 
vance of the northern column in 
the Korosten sector catch up with 
it, their junction would be imme- 
diately in front of Kiev and still 
west of the river. 
Kiev itself could not be encir- 
cled without forcing the Dnieper 
both north and south of the city. 
Assuming that the river line is 
strongly held and well fortified, 
two major battles would have to 
be fought to pinch off Kiev, with 
the advantage of position in both 
casses possessed by the Russians. 
The east bank of the Dnieper 
both above and below Kiev is 
studded with marsh lands, swampy 
ground and other ‘bstacles to 
mechanized warfare. The domi- 
nating small heights are also 


mostly east of the river. A major 
Russian retirement to the Dnieper 
leaving behind “scorched earth” 
and burned towns and cities, would 
leave the enemy little to show for 
his victories. Moreover, he would 
still face an even more powerful 
defensive line than any he had 
broken through.

Child's Day

HERE is an hour in the evening 

when the light fails and dark- 

ness has not yet fallen. The 
dim light softens the harsh lines, 
the shadows wipe out all _rough 
edges and round out the things 
that bulk so hugely in the day- 
time. Silence falls softly over the 
world and all little things feel re- 
lieved of the day’s demanding 
presence. It is so with little chil- 
dren, and with those somewhat 
older. 

This time should be held sacred 
to the children’s bedtime. After 
the grime has been washed from 
their bodies the care should be 
wiped from their minds, their 
souls relieved of the burden of 
grief or fear that the day’s rou- 
tine has left behind. 

It is at this time children will 
open their hearts freely to some- 
one they trust, their mother usu- 
ally. Don’t turn on the light. It 
is easier to tell what is troubling 
one when the darkness hides one 
from the direct rays of the search- 
ing light. The darkness holds the 
privacy of the confessional and 
seems to help the flow of words 
that carry away the troubles of 
the day. 

It igs then that the little boy will 
tell his mother of his failure, of 
his mistakes, his defeats, and she 
listening in the shadows, will com- 
fort him silently, th her hand 
resting on his shoulder, or holding 
his. She will not talk, just listen, 
but her thoughts will flow toward 
the child to strengthen and_ en- 
courage him for the coming day. 
Every child stands in need of the 
comfort and sustaining strength 
of that quiet evening hour.

It will leave no 
trace of evil behind it unless it is 
held in the mind of the listener 
and brought back to life again by 
repetition, admonition and re 
proach. Let it go. 

Never allow yourself to be 
shocked by what a child tells you 
in confidence. Remember he is 
alive and growing and life is not 
always nice, not always sweet and 
pleasant. Nature is a crude, rude, 
forthright spirit and her ways at 
times are more direct than polite. 
Children are her children first, 
ours afterward, and we must bow 
to her on occasion and that with- 
out condescension. 

At t neg you will be put to it to 
give the child encouragement and 
assurance to face the next day’s 
struggle. You grope ‘for feeling, 
and for words to advise, comfort 
and persuade. Tell him a story. 
One about yourself when you were 
like him, a child in the dark, and 
it will do more good than a book- 
ful of psychology. Tell him a story, 
recite a prayer. 


Every child should know that a 
prayer of faith brings strength; 
that every good thought is a 
prayer in essence, and every good 
deed a prayer in effect. When the

A fresh idea about the 
ment of infantile paralysis comes 
fror. an Australian nurse; *Eliza- 
beth Kenny. She has been allowed 
to carry out her treatment at the 
Minneapolis Geyeral and Univer- 
sity Hospital under the supervi- 
sion of competent physicians. 

Twenty received the Kenny 
treatment within two weeks after 
the onset of the diséase. Eleven 
have already been discharged com- 
pletely cured. The average hos- 
pital stay of these patients was 
36 days. One patient has not 
responded fully. Seven of the 
rest are progressing satisfactorily, 
although it is not known yet how 
complete their recovery will be. 
For the others it i. still too early 
to make predictions. 

The basic idea of the Kenny 
treatment’ is movement of the 
paralyzed limbs as soon as pos- 
sible. Heretofore the idea was to 
keep the patient e.’*~-ly quiet, in 
fact practically in a plaster cast 
or its equivalent until the acute 
stage has passed.

She noticed that when one group 
of muscles in a leg were para- 
lyzed, others went into spasm and 
this spasm caused them a great 
deal of damage and furthermore 
interfered with circulation. Her 
method exercises the muscles from 
almost the first onset of symp- 
toms. No splints or casts are 
used. Hot packs are used on the 
affected muscles. 

Infantile paralysis, as doctors 
know, is not as hopeless a disease 
as the public thinks it is. The mus- 
cles which are paralyzed at first 
often recover completely. Nearly 
every case gets better than it was 
at first. The question has been 
when to start magsage and other 
measures to help the muscles re- 
gain their power. The idea that 
Miss Kenny has introduced is the 
early use of the muscles by the 
patient himself. 

Further reports on this encour- 
aging method will certainly be 
watched with interest.

EMBERS of the American Re- 

tailers’ Association, in St: Louis 

to attend their semi-annual 
convention and do their fall buy- 
ing, were advised to follow seven 
steps to style in a fashion show 
presented by the allied apparel in- 
dustries at Hotel Chase last night. 
These seven steps, as outlined by 
Mrs, William Moulton, commenta- 
tor and originator of the prome- 
nade theme which was participated 
in by 20 models, stressed the hood- 
ed hat, the knitted suit, “shoe-pol- 
ish” shoes, gay cdlors, the dropped 
shoulder line and the British tweed 
trend of coats. The fall fashions 
were divided into six promenades 
after the seven steps were present- 
ed in a stairstep setting. 

Suits were featured in the first 
promenade, greater importance be- 
ing given to them than has been 
noted for several autumn seasons. 
The peplum trend was emphasized 
in this collection, which included 
both sports and dressy types. Long 
torso’ effects with large pockets 
were prominent and the knitted 
trend attained popularity. 

Slender skirts accompanied the 
trim jackets, many of: which were 
elaborate with fur trimming. The 
rounded shoulder theme was ac- 
centuated by fur trimming such 
as that appearing on the _ suit 
sketched. Dyed squirrel was used 
to decorate this dark green woolen 
suit, not only forming a rounded 
cape suggestion for the shoulders 
but creating a tuxedo front. The 
green felt hat accompanying this

HE best players agree that in 
duplicate bridge, third and even 
fourth hand bids may be 
“shaded.” This sound philosophy 
has been so well promulgated that 
all duplicate players are familiar 
with it. This, unfortunately, is a 
mixed blessing, for I have yet to 
find any theory, however sound, 
that not distorted or over-em- 
phasized at the hands of the public 
at large. Let us consider a typical 
shaded bid, its implications, and its 
outcome.

I do not contend that the. open- 
ing diamond bid was wholly re- 
sponsible for the 800 point penalty 
that followed: North contributed 
by his silly runout from one no 
trump to two diamonds. With 
North’s holding, when the double 
of one no trump evoked a penalty 
pass from West any: attempt at 
escape was just a shot in the dark. 
As it happened two clubs would 
have been a better contract, and 
a far better bid, but even this 
would have been set 500 points, 
which is all that one no trump 
would have been penalized. 

However, let us forget North’s 
inept bidding to consider the open- 
ing bid itself. It has become quite 
the fashion in duplicate to open 
third hand, vulnerable or not, on a 
hand such as South’s. This habit 
is to be deplored. True, South had 
twq plus honor tricks, but his 
hand as a whole was so weak, his 
playing tricks so few, that any 
opening bid would automatically 
contract for a disproportionate 
number of tricks. 

It is pretty good rule of thumb 
(even at duplicate) that any open- 
ing bid should have a clear pros- 
pect of at least four playing tricks,
